• SWEEPING EIGHT OF TEN functional offices, the Reform 
Party was returned to power in last week’s Student Council elao« 
tions. 

Anne Blackistone, riding on the crest of a wave of Reform votes 
that party leaders have interpreted as a vote of confidence in ths 
present form of government, was elected the first woman president 
of the student governing body when she won over the Servios 

— - Party's Joe Bob Gale by s slim 

margin of 14 votea in the closest 
race of the entire slate. 

The vote was: Blackistone, SS6S. 
Galf 539. 

The totally unexpected atrentth 
of the Reform machine aurprised 
even the most ardent party back* 
era, and Service chiefs seemed def- 
initely shocked by losses In elfht of 
the ten contests. The only breaks- 
through in the Reform parada wera 
the election of Bob Geran to tha 
vice presldancy, and Joan Oilea to 
the post of social chairman. Geran 
polled 562 votes to 500 for his op^ 
ponent, Bud Carlson, while Mlsa 
Giles was returned victorious over 
Stan Ziobro. Independent on tha 
Reform ticket, by a margin of 14 
votes. The final returns were 664 
to 540. 

Geran Leads Service 
Geran'a total number of votaa 
represents the largest number 
polled by a Service candidate, and 
marks the second year In a row ha 
has led the partys candidates in 
number of votes received. 

Concurrently, the Senior Clasa 
elections were recorded as a com- 
plete victory for the Service party 
when Robert Fleming, Anne lliom- 
as and Sua Burnett were elaoted 
president, vice president and eaora- 
tary-treasurer under the Ser^ce 
banner. Miss Burnett, while' niuned 
on the ballot as an unafBllatad can- 
didate was bscked strongly by tito 
Service faction. 

Plolling up the largest Reform 
majority. 91 votes, Eleanor Sholtaa 
was elected to the post of Program 
Director. Henunark Safar, Sanrloa 
candidate for the position, was da- 
feated by a vote of 591 to 500. 
Running at Reform nominee for 
Comptroller Paul McClenon piled 
up the second highest majority 
when he swamped Service's 8am 
Von Hummer by a vota of 567 to 
500. McClenon. appointed to tho 
tame position by tha outgoing Stu- 
dent Council early this year, ran as 
sn indepeildent on tha Reform 
slata. 

Electorate Falls 

Bsllotlng throughout the two-day 
contest fell far below the pre-eleo> 
tion estimates of IdOO votes, with 
total votes for all positions hovar- 
ing near the 1090 mark. Failure to 
reach last year's total of nearly 1900 
votes wu believed by observers to 
be a TMult of a promlsto cloao 
check-up of student activity books, 
and a lack of sufficient interest 
among the student body as a whola. 

Leaders of both parties have 
agreed that the election was fairly 
honest, although the Elections 
Committee headed by Haley Scur* 
lock has recommended that tha a<y 
tlvlty books of more thM a dosaa 
students be removed for voUng 
with the wrqng number. One pen- 
alty of ten votes was inflicted when 
a member of a Reform affiliated or- 
ganization was caught voting twice 
Lack of strong organizational 
support li believed to have cost tha 
Service group at least two other 
offices that might otherwlsa havaa 
been gained, while the greater msh 
jorlty of independent votea waa 
credited to the Reform Party. 

In the other contests, Kim 
Vought <R) defeated Kay Wood- 
ward by 562 to 531 for tho poat of 
Freshman dlractor; Georga Bishop 
(R> defeated Lucy Coler for activi- 
ties director. 569 to 519; Pat Farrall 
<R) scored by a fair majo^y ovar 
Pauletta Montasl for sacretary, 670 
to 524 

StoU, Weber Win 
In the race for advocate, Bill 
Stall (R) defeated Gordon Frank- 
lin, 563 to 540, while Harriet Weber 
(R) was victorious over Etatn* 
Paterson for tho post of publicity 
director, the vota being 563 to 6^ 
An almoat constant spaculatiok 
ovar poasibia strength of tho tw* 
rival partias was evidant througl^ 
out tha campaign. Tha general av- 
tiaga of Reform candldatoa was 80 
compared to a 531 avaraga for tho 
Sorvloo Party. Tha large number 
of International House students 
voting Reform shoved Eleanor 
Sholtaa into her commanding land 
for ^gram director, and probably 
was the cladding factor in othar 
cloaaly contostad races.

Conscription Act Provided tor 1941 Only, Draft 
Head Explains; New Act of Congress Necessary

• WILL DRAFT BOARDS continue to defer college students till 
the end of their academic year as they have In the past? 

Is there a good chance of the draft ages being changed this 
summer? 

Is there any basis for the general feeling that the present crop 
of draftees will not be released from the army when their year la 
up in November? 

Bigg easy-going Brigadier General l£wls B. Hershe^ head of 

. ■ the nation's Selective Service Sys- 

tem, tipped his chair back againit 
the wall and looked ipeculatlvely 
at the ceiling ai your correspondent 
last week asked these and other 
questions so vitally Important to 
University students. 

The general opened his remarks 
by stating that the unpredictable 
course of events In Europe and 
elsewhere made equally unpredict- 
able the policies of national defense 
in the future. However, It was 
plain that the general could give 
some valid opinions on these que^ 
tions, which he ^pceeded to do. 

He seemed pesstmtsUc about the 
policy of deferring students next 
year. 

“You probably have as much in- 
formation about that as we do at 
the present lime.*' he said, “but the 
practice of deferring students was 
written Into the law for this year 
only." He explained that after July

You and the Draft 

Bill Cunningham, columnist for 
the Boston Herald, considered at 
great length last week the position 
of college students and the war.

Many others would have but the 
make-up job was too formidable.** 

Words along this same line came 
from General George C. Marshall, 
chief of staff of the U. S. Army, In 
a conference with several National 
Interfraternity Conference officials. 

He urged that fraternities do ev- 
erything in their power to keep 
college students from dropping out 
of school, and letting their scholas- 
tic efforts slump. 

This is sound advice. It seems to 
ua particularly depressing to hear 
the defeatist mutters emanating 
from so many seniors. 

“We might as well have a good 
time now, for God knows where 
we’ll be next year this time." This 
is a short-sighted view to take, 
since none of them that we know 
are leading too hard an existence 
now*, and they might— just possibly 
might— be out trying to lead a nor- 
mal existence next year.

dered, and gave himself a few lusty pats on the back as he released 
the 1943 Colonial football schedule last week, he might reasonably 
be excused. For, heading that schedule, as the season opener on 
September 25 In Griffith Stadium, Is Duke University, and It was 
largely the hope of bringing just such teams as Wallace Wade’a 
Blue Devils to Washington that spurred Farrington on In his finally 
successful efforts to get George Washington in the Southern Con. 
ference. 

At the same time it was revealed that the Co- 
lonials were unable to accept the request of the 
University of Georgia for a game here in 1942, 
for the reason that William and Mary was already 
booked on the only date that the Georgians could'^E^. 
accept. 

The appearance of Duke, the team that startled 
the nation by going through its 1939 season unde-^ 
feated, untied, and unscored on, brings to mind 
the fr^uent excursions that Tennessee, Alabama 
and Rice used to make to Washington. 

Big Show la Good Old Days 

Big-time teams never did find a trip to Wash- 
Ington particularly hard to take, but they used 
to demand stiff guarantees, and what's more, they 
used to get them. Jim Pixies directed the for- 
tunes of the grldders in those ^ys, and Jack Espey, who has sines 
transferred his publicity genius to the Washin^on Redskins and 
made them the greatest drawing card in professional football, beat 
the publicity drums for the Colonials. 

■The Buff teams, and not the Redskins, occupied the thoughts 
of the Washington football public. Many times you could scarcely 
buy your way Into Griffith Stadl^, In spite of the fact that the 
odds against a George Washington victory were about SO to 1. The 
Colonial teaips had Tuffy Leemans and color and little else, but 
the Incomparable Tuffy was enough to cause any team a solid hour 
of trouble. Uniforms were a super-vlvld red, white and blue, with 
stars covering the shoulders of the stalwarts, and Plxlee’s specialty 
was concocting fantastic plays like the Eagle Spread, which placed 
men all over the field. Such plays didn’t connect more than 10 
per cent of the time, but their publicity value was tremendous. 
Remember Bieef Boff Passed Great bat Lost, 41-0 

l^pectators at those big games saw sights to remember. Like 
the game against Rice In which the Colonials gained more than 
400 .yarda from scrimmage, completed 25 of 35 passes, outplayed 
Rice all over the field, and lost, 41-0; or the game against Tennes- 
see, which the Volunteers, who went to the Rose Bowl that year, 
won, 13-0, after demanding that Johnny Baker and Nig McCarver 
be banned'-frqpn competition because they had played for other In- 
stithtions. 'fha fans that jammed Griffith Stadium to see Alabama 
during that same period won't soon forget the spectacle of an in- 
spired Buff eleven rising to the occasion to hold Frank Thomas’a 
hard-hitting Crimson Tide scoreless during the first half, only to 
sucemmb to Uie hammering during the second half, and lose, 31-0. 
Leemans Only" Impoitaat One of Ptxlee’s Pros 

Also a part of the scene were the junior Colonials, a rabid horde 
of youngsters who wore GWU caps of buff and blue, and got into 
the bleachers for a quarter. What has happened to them we don’t 
know, but their restoration would go a long way toward adding to 
the collegiate atmosphere that has been so much on the inctease 
in the past few years. 

Not that Pixlee's Pros, as they were playfully called by the 
press, were any better than the current editions being put on the 
field.. With the exception of Leemans, the 1941 grid team could 
compare favorably with the teams
